In the 1950s residents pur- 
chased the Valley Homes from 
the city and John Hunter, member 
of St. Simon's learned that the 
housing authority then wanted to 
give up Independence Court 
since it was so far removed from 
their other housing units neare 
Cincinnati. - 

Through his efforts the Church 
Foundation of the diocese ob- 
tained the apartments for one 
dollar and a board of parishioners 
of St. Simon's headed by Mr. 
Hunter assumed their man- 
agement. 

The property was held in the 
name of the Church Foundation 
Board because St. Simon's was 
then a mission, however, the 
deed was transferred to St. 
Simon's parish in December of 
last year. 

Mr. Hunter still heads the 
management board and Mr. Gen- 
try, himself president of Gentry 
Construction in nearby Lockland, 
ig resource person to the board.

Vote Analysis Shows That Black 
Electors Hold Balance Of Power 


Black voters in Cincinnati, in a 
special election for Congress 
March 5, were decisive in a vic- 
tory that shows‘the importance of 
political organizing and how 
powerful black votes are -ex- 
pected to be, in the nation-wide 
elections next fall. 

Thomas Luken, a Democrat, 
won by 4,114 votes — and 17,000 
of his votes came from biacks, 
according to an analysis by the 
Washington-based Joint’ Center 
for Political Studies. 

The election of Luken over 
Republican Willis D. Gradison Jr. 
— in a district which had voted 
Democratic only three times this 
century ~ was also a stunning 
febuke to Richard Nixon. The 
Watergate scandals and Nixon's 

in office were the

Congressional districts. In these 
and many more districts where 
the black population is even 
smaller, black voters can deter- 
mine the winners — especially if 
they turn out in large numbers. 

Both major national parties 
regarded the Cincinnati election 
as a crucial test of Richard 
Nixon's standing. Luken urged 
the voters to “send a signal to 
Washington” about their 
dissatisfaction with the Nixon Ad- 
ministration. 


Both Luken and Gradison are 
white, but Luken stressed the im- 
portance of human service pro- 
grams and the fact that his vote 
in Congress could help stop 
Nixon vetoes and program cuts. 

Black community leaders in- 
vited Andrew Young — a close 
associate of the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., and the first 
black Congressman from Georgia 
in 100. years — to go to Cincinnati 
fear the end of the campaign. 

In meetings on getting out the 


vote, Congressman Young em- 
phasized the role biack ministers 
and their church members could 
play. He urged the ministers to 
preach, on the Sunday before the 
election, the importance of 
voling, and to organize their 
members to vote and provide 
transportation out’ of the chur- 
ches on election day. Congress- 
man Young observed that one 
vote in Congress sometimes

The recommendations, which 
emphasized the need for ad-

administration, finance and 
Operation. have since been ac- 
cepted for implementation by the 
three East African nations, the 
union and the United Nations. 

Similar studies were made by 
McClure in other countries where 
his postal expertise was utilized. 
An intensive jabor situation 
caused by a high rate of unem- 
ployment existed in many of the 
countries where he was assigned 
‘As @ short term solution to unem- 
ployment some governments 
routinely hired employees in ex- 
cess of actual néeds.

NEW YORK — (NBNS) — Jewish 
and black communities should 
work together to make Or. Martin 
Luther King Jr.'s day a time for 
“renewal of their old working 
coalition”, a leader in American 
Reform Judaism has said. 

Rabbi Batfour Brickner, direc- 
tor of the New York Federation of 
Reform Synagogues, said such a 
coalition could work for “im 
proved housing, effective 
schools, increased job op- 
portunities.” He was also critical 
of Jews and Blacks for “ad 
vecating separatism and 
tolerating withdrawel." 


McCracken 28, his wife Patricia

Writing on the outside stating that 
the bearer had won @ large sum 
of money ($20,000) in Cuba. 

All these, according to police, 
are props for the old “pigeon 
drop" swindle. The “pigeon 
drop,” which may be on its last 
legs if the new code holds up, 
works like this: 


The contidence man or woman 
whichever the case might be ap- 
proaches the victim or “pigeon” 
with what appears to be a large 
sum of money, with a story about 
having just found the money, just 
inherited the money or was lucky 
enough to have just won the 
money. 


The “stuff player" then asks the 
victim's advice on what to do with 
it since he is a stranger in town 
and doesn't know anybody and 
doesn't want to be robbed or lose 
the money. 


if the victim engages the con- 
man in conversation then Sne or 
two of the swindler’s accomplices 
will approach the pair and join 
the conversation. The conversa- 
tion works its way around to a 
“split” of the money if the victim 
will put up a sum of money from 
himself as “good faith” money. 


When the victim complies with 
all the suggestions the swindlers 
appear to put all the money in an 
envelope —or—handkerchief or 
some pocket sized container 
similar to the one the victim has 
seen all along. By that time the 
swindle has been completed and 
when the victim opens the 
package he or she finds that a 
switch has been made and he or 
she is left with a container 


holding only play money or 
newspaper cut to currency size. 
Prior to January 1, when the new 
criminal code became law, the 
con men had to actually complete 
the swindle and take some of the 


victim's money before an arrest 
could ‘be: made and the alleged 
lawbreakers could” be~charged:; 
Usually the charge was larceny 
by trick. 

Under the new criminal code 
just the possession of the tools 
“used in the racket is enough to 
allow police to bring charges 
against the person or persons. 


std a words of waming have been given real estate operators, 
employees who flaunt the national requirements covering 
fair and open housing: “lip service will get you into serious trouble.” 

The warnings have been issued by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development following meetings with the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards which in turn is trying to work out some 
method of establishing an industry wide affirmative marketing 
agreement. 

A high official of NAREB told Realtors they should monitor per- 
formances of their sales personnel; they (not the salesman) will be 
held responsible for violations. “Any salesman, no matter how 
Productive, who violates the law is too expensive to have around,” 
the statement asserted, 

The Association, composed of more than 1,500 state and local real 
estate boards across the country, has been trying to work out uniform 
guidelines for all Realtors to follow in dealing with minorities to in- 
sure tree and open access to housing. The guidelines have not yet 
a finalized but there's no doubt that something concrete will 
result. 

HUD has been eyeing certain block-busting tactics in some of the 
larger cities and has cracked down on firms using such approaches. 
More crackdowns are in order; open housing isn’t just a policy but a 
reality, The real estate industry is coming under more extensive and 
severe scrutiny and the penalties are certain to get tougher.

Word has it that Jack Kirkwood, a former director of HUD's Cincin- 
nati Insuring Office, would like to get back with the Department and a 
lot of people’ would like to see this. 

Kirkwood left FHA In 1971 to become a mortgage banker. The 1973 
freeze on tederally-aided housing projects knocked the props out of 
the mortgage business and quite a few concerns have.had to read- 
just their operations. 

Kirkwood served in the Grand Rapids Insuring Office prior to his 
Cincinnati stint, He's regarded as a production man, was a guiding 
force behind Cincinnati's mounting volume of business. 

The Banking Committee of the U.S. Senate has finally produced 
what it considers as appropriate national housing legislation -- and 
the measure is not necessarily to the Administration's liking. The 
Senate itself is expected to vote on the proposal in the near future 
and then wait to see what the House proposes, with the two 
measures going to a conference committee to reconcile differences. 

The Senate version continues the general housing programs of the 
past to a large extent -- those dealing with housing assistance and 
community’deve lopment. Moreover, the cost.of continuing these is 
considerably more than what the Administration wants. There are. 
questions in the minds of certain Senators as:to whether the 
President might veto the measure and he might, if this were the final 
version. However, there is still much work ahead before that point is 
reached 


The Senate apparently doesn't dig the Administration’s idea of ~ 


givirig a housing allowance to low-income families and permitting 
them.to seek their own shelter. It made no mention of this in its 
proposal. Instead it continued subsidies to builders of low and 
moderate income housing. Observers read this to mean the 235 and 
236 FHA programs would be reopened and continued.” 

Also proposed is a subsidy to’state housing agencies that offered 
taxable, rather than tax-exempt bonds. This figure could be as high 
as one third of the interest paid on such housing bonds, it was stated, 

Much as the mortgage bankers, home builders and others who 
depend on the housing industry like the idea of early action for 
national legislation, there’s one provision in the Senate version the 
{money man especially don't like. 

It calls for private lenders to share’some of the risks in loans in- 
sured by FHA. Heretofore FHA has been in the risk business on & 100 
percent basis. The Senate would have the mortgage bankers share 
some. of this risk. 

Ot.course, they don't like it! When a risk is 100 percent on the other 
guy and your money is unimpaired, it's one thing. it's quite another to 
risk-a percentage of your own money. However, the Senate wants to 
try this-on an experimental basis, whatever that is, and housing ob- 


servers are anxious to see how the House itself responds to the idea.

32082), Now. all of us musically-intelligent folks. a group ‘which ex- 
Cludés the likes of Gregory Sparks-vames Ray and Barbara Lee. very 
early peeped into Al's thing and found the formula to his smooth 
easy musically-pimping / neo-hustling game 

Mr. Green uses the same beat over and over again, the same as 
the now nearly unheard of Jimmy Reed did throughout most of his 
career, and like Green, Reed was a genuinely good blues singer 

Green has a beat for the fast stuff and another one tor the slow 
sweet stutt. Atso-tike-Reed, she man pens most of-his lyrics to sound 
just like that which you have heard before - (hus, one reinforces your 
likeness for previous Al Green - and when he changes the meaning 
of the lyrics, the transition is so slow and easy that you sort of glide in 
with his new message/medium 

And lastly, Green is more comfortable with a certain, selected in- 
strumentation; lazy guitars. slow drums. and a high-pitched, shrilling 
organ. Todate. Green's musical consumers have brought heavily into 
his plan, and dig, its a bad plan. baby! 

So, on Livin‘ for Yau, Green has reordered his past program and 
presents a variation on a theme of “Let's Stay. Together," First, he 
wrote nearly all of the stuff; .check out “Sweet Sixteen.” “Free at 
Last.” “Let's Get Married.’ and the beautiful spiritual. “My God is 
Real,” the kind of thing that could also promote him a secondary con- 
centration in that purely classical. downhome gospel world 

You know he’ has to have at least one surprise on the venture 
and this is “Beware”. At 8-minutes long, he could have ended it alter 
thie first three or so and been cool. but he adds five more minutes of 
sweet music: no he doesn't get wild and go out there searching fora 
tune, a lyri; he maintains relatively good sense in a nice groove in- 
stead : 

Disappointing is Lamont Dozier’s Gut Here on My Own (ABCX-

What Kind Of Child Do You Want? 


WHY DO PEOPLE ADOPT CHILDREN? ‘ 

There are many reasons, some which are not always clear to those 
who want to adopt a child. But whatever the reason you will get a 
very real satisfaction from taking a child into your home 

Some hope for a full and richer life. Those who cannot have 
children want a family. Others may wish to add to their family. 

Some may feel! guilty when they fail to have a child, A woman may 
try to-adopt a child because she fears going through the normal birth 
process to have one of herown. Some couples foolishly believe that 
by. adopting a child they will be able to keep their shaky marriage off 
the rocks. Such an expectation is both unfair and unrealistic. A child 
certainly cannot be expected to be or provide the solution to 
problems which two adults have been unable to handle. 

Adoption should never take place unless the child is more than a 
means of meeting your needs. A child is a person. He has needs of 
his own. And he has rights. His-future is at stake 

Give this question your most honest thinking: “Why do you want to 
adopt a child?” Weigh everything. How much will it cost you in time 
and money and effort? Think of the human side ; do not make a move 
unless you and your partner are of the same mind and heart in the 
matter. A house divided rarely succeeds in providing a permanent 
home for a child 

WHAT KIND OF CHILD DO YOU WANT? 

You will have a chance to tell the child-placing agency the first 
time you go there. Do not leave out anything. They will want to know 
all you desire in child: your hopes, what you want to gain, what you 
expect. Without question, you want a child you can have a happy 
family life with. 

It is best not to hold out for physical characteristics since they add 
little to building up a happy family life. But what will go a'long way 
toward the goal.are the love and affection you give the child for him- 
self, for what he is. " 

Adoption is your business and the business of your child, only. 
Therefore, the agency probably will tell you that it will be wiser ifyou 
keep to yourself what you have learned about the child. If you want 
to, tell anybody who asks: "The agency would not have let us adopt 
him if we were; not good for each other.”

The Biack Press in America has been 
in existence for 147 years, and has ser- 
ved as a major force in the ad- 
vancement of Black Americans. Foun- 
ded.in March of 1827, by two of the 
Nation's earliest black college 
Qraduates, John B. Russwurm and 
Samuel 8. Cornish, the first bilack- 
owned and oriented newspaper, 
Freedom's Journal was established in 
New York City, where pro-siavery white 
newspapers were ceaselessly attacking 
freed blacks and opposing their right to 
vote. 

Today, the Biack Press of America 
serves 25 million in some 80 cities and 
38 states. It has a circulation of more 
than four million, and some of the 
Papers, including the Call & Post are 
housed in modern buildings and own 
giant presses and other modern equip:

The set-back in Cincinnati last week, in 
which a Democrat, Thomas A. Luken, 
defeated Willis D. Gradison Jr., a Republican, 
certainly served to heighten the anxieties of 
all politically-ambitious Republicans looking 
toward the coming November elections. 


Though a narrow GOP victory was scored 
in Caiifornia, the brutal fect is that in four 
special electiqns in which the Democrats 
have used the Watergate soandal-to erode 
away Republican support, the GOP has lost 
three, all of them in once “safe” Republican 
districts. 


Couple this with the latest Harris Poll that 
shows the popularity of President Nixon slip- 
ping té an all-time historic low of 15%, and 
there may well be good féason for some 
people to wonder about the possible end of 
our traditional two-party system.

“Take Kennedy out of the Democratic field 
and substitute six other Senator Blands, and 
there are those willing to bet right now that 
George Wallace will be top man in more 
Democratic primaries and state conventions 
than anyone else-in a six-man field-of five 
middieroaders and Wallace, he might win 
avery primary in the country, including the 
District of Columbia,” Broder writes, 

Broder goes on to say, “Even from a 
wheelchair. Wallace can probably outcam- 
paign any of the Democrats but Kennedy, 
and this time, unlike 1972, he has Mickey 
Griffin (a Wallace aide on the Democratic 
National Committee's executive committee) 
to tell him how to play the nominating game 
under the party's rules." 

Pointing out that Wallace has lots of cash 
in his till, and loyal supporters at the grass 
roots who will pour millions more into his 
coffers, Wallace-watchers believe the 
Alabama governor is formidable. And you 
can bet that his campaign talk will be 
smoother and less racist than ever before as 
he tries to give the impression that he is a 
populist moderate. 

Black Americans could wake up in Novem- 
1976, to realize that they have ex- 
changed a Richard Nixon tor a George 
Wallace. if that disaster overtakes the coun- 
try, the Nixon “Southern Strategy.” "benign 
neglect,” and all those other ugly phrases 
will. continue. inforce for another four years, 
of more.

Watergate has done much, much more 
than effect the political prospects of the 
Republican Party and of the current 
Republican administration.

There are compelling 
reasons Yor such a course; 
which a brief review of some 
of the more shocking 
aspects of the situation 
make clear. An investigatory 
raport by the Department of 

Housing and Urban. Devetop- 
ment last year was sharply 
critical of CMHA's man- 
agerial incompetence, 
insensitivity to and harass- 
ment of tenants 

The HUD report confirmed 
findings of my own survey 
which strongly indicated that 
problems of safety and 
security on the public 
housing estates were directly 
attributable to managerial 
failures. Board corruption of 
responsibility, and a lowering 
of staff morale which restric- 
ted capacity to deal with 
pressing tenant problems 

As a result of the HUD 
report and my own findings. | 
called tast October. on 
behalf of public housing 
residents, for the removal of 
CMHA's Board and its Direc- 
tor Robert J. Fitzgerald 

With total disregard for 
Public accountability and 
sqlf-nonesty. the Board, in an 
apparent attack of arrogance 
and racism, “not” ‘only 
renewed Mr, Fitzgerald's 
contract, but awarded him a 
$2,000 increase as well 

This, and similar irrespon- 
sible actions without public 
explanation, seemed to have 
no sound rationale. It is ob- 
vious that CMHA Board 
members (certainly its 
leading forces Messrs. Soltz 
and Carney) are not con- 
sidering why such clearly 
shrewd individuals would 
take such actions, 

The recent HUD Inspector 
General's audit of CMHA’s 
$13 million modernization 
program’ indicated that the 
Authority “mis-spent" nearly 
$4 million, almost one-third 
of the total, Moreover, the 
ratio by which these funds 
were “misspent™ in largely 
black-tenanted projects such 
as Outhwaite and Carver 
were about 38 per cent of 
allocation, white those in 
frequently white-tenanted 
estates reached only about 
19 per cent. These Federal 
findings make it difficult to 
avoid the impression that the 
explosive content of the 
audit may well be the reason 
for the Board's apparently 
“irrational’’ decision to 
reward Mr. Fitzgerald and 
reappoint him. With Mr, Fit- 
zgerald firmly in place as 
Director of CMHA, the 
likelinood of embarrasing 
questions. raised within the 
Authority would be close to 
zero. 

The audit indicates that 


the major portion of “mis- * 


spent” monies was used for 
administrative costs. 
unauthorized and in detiance 
of Federal regulations 
Nevertheless, these sums 
were charged against the 
physical improvement por- 
tion of the budget. while

Israeli Women’s Rights 


While touring the country of Israel two weeks ago, itwas a 
bit of a surprise to learn that Israeli women, are ahead of 
American members of the female sex in the area of equal 
fights, While American women are still pressing for the 
ratification of an Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. Con. 


stitution, Israelis women were granted thelr vights way back 


in 1951, 


As a result of the equal rights, women in israel enjoy active 
‘oles in virtually every sphere of life in that country, now in its 
26 year of existence. They make up a large percentage of the 
police force, which is a national operation for the most part, 
and are subject to military draft on equal basis with the men. 

Upon arrival at the Ben Gurion Airport in Tel Aviv, we found 
women, dolled up in biue uniforms, mini skins and patent 
leather boots handling the frustrating security check, They 
also fill patrol assignments and were frequently seen 
licketing cars of traffic: law violators. 

During the October war last year, the women soldiers ser- 
ved along beside the men. However, we were told that there 
was only one woman casualty during the brief but costly war. 

Israelis, however, are not claiming absolute social equality 
for women, even though they have achieved an advanced 
position compared with most other societies, they point out. 

At the same time, they acknowledge that some tradi- 
tional restrictions on the role played by women are still ap- 
plied in certain sections of the population. As an example, 
among the Orthodox Jews and the non-Jewish minorities, the 
latter has made substantial progress since 1948: Polygamy 
and child marriage were abolished and girls are subject to 
compulsory education, they say. 

The equal rights status for women, perhaps explains why 
there were no women waitresses at either the Kings Hotel 
where we spent six nights in Jerusalem, or the Basel Hotel in 
Tel Avvi where we were put up for two days. 

Reflecting on this situation; the same thing could conceiv- 
ably happen here in Ohio and other American cities, when, 
and if, the Equal Rights. Amendment is ratified by the 
required 38 states and becomes the law of the land 

Soon after the Ohio State Senate passed the ERA a month 
ago, Rep. Mike Stinziano, (O-Columbus), who guided the 
issue through the House last year, set into motion a move 
designed to update Ohio Laws to comply with ERA require- 


ments. 


Stinziano called for the tormation of a special Legislative 
Service Commission task-force to study over 150 changes in 
Ohio law and to make recommendation tor changes in the 
Ohio Revised Code necessitated by ERA ratification. 

When ERA is ratified by the 38th state, the Ohio Legislature 
will have two years to change some 168 sections of the 
Revised Code which now appear to conflict with ERA, Stin- 
ziano said, That means that the 111th, General Assembly 
which convenes in January, 1975, will be responsible for” 
making the necessary changes to conform with ERA, he ad- 


ded. 


The U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity Commission in 
Washington, has also released a long set of guidelines 
relative to discrimination because of sex. 

Stinziano, a first termer, broke the traditional code for 
freshmen legislators being seen and, not heard when 
sponsored the ERA amendment. He is now predicting that it 
will be ratified this year or early in 1975 and become national 
jaw. But whether it does or not, the young legisiator has en- 
deared himself to a whole lot of women who are pressing for 
ratification of ERA. And this being an election year, his ac-

A National Health Program

Simply got- 
ting. to a class location, which 
able-bodied students take for 
granted. may become. an insur- 
mountable obstacle to a student 
contined in a wheel chair. 
Health impaired students at; 
tending Cleveland State Univer- 
sity, however. have the advantage 
of comprehensive program of ser- 


vices designed to meet their 
crucial needs 
Coordinated through the 


Division of Special Studies, the 
program has exprienced much 
growth since its inception in July, 
1970, Services include providing 
for physical welfare and safely. 
personal/academic counseling. 
and instructional assistance and 
support 

The Division of Special Studies 
is currently working with approxi- 
mately 50 students with varying 
degrees of limitation . visual, 
hearing, orthopedic, and other 
major health problems 

Mlustrating some of the ser- 
vices the division offers in 
response to individual needs are 
students Ric Neff and-Gregory 
Staton. 

Ric, 22, is a CSU junior from 
Brookpark, Ohio, majoring in 
Social Welfare. He is also a 
quadriplegic. Gregory. 20, is a 
freshman trom Cleveland 
Heights, Ohio, interested in 
speech pathology. Greg is blind. 

Both students make use of an 
early registration system which 
begins at midterm examination 
time each preceeding quarter, 
Students meet with their coun- 
selors for class scheduling and 
location orientation, and special 
arrangements are made if a par- 
ticular class has been scheduled 
for an_inaccessable or hard to 
reach building 

“All new buildings planned for 
the CSU campus are carefully 
considered for their architecturat 
feasibility to the disabled,” stated 
Mrs. Jacqueline irvine, assistant 
to the dean of- special studies. 
“However, in the case of a few of 
-the—otder--buiidings—-on-—-campus— 
room. changes must be made 
because of mobility problems,”

IRS Tells How 
To Determine 
Exemptions 


CLEVELAND, OHIO - The in- 
ternal Revenue Service has 
outlined rules on who may claim 
an additional tax exemption when 
more than one person supports a 
dependent. 

Although séveral persons may 
share in paying forthe support of 
4 dependent, federal law permils 
only, one qualified taxpayer to 
claim the extra exemption to 
reduce his or her taxes, Gerald F. 
Swanson, Acting IRS District 
Director for Northem Ohio, noted. 

If a taxpayer does not pay more 
than halt the support, he or she 
must be part of a group of two or 
more that contribute half of the 
dependent’s suppor, Swanson 
said. Moreover, each member of 
the group must meet all require- 
ments for claiming the exemption 
himsell or hemelf except for per- 
sonally contributing more than 
fifty percent of the dependent’s 
suppor. 

Also, the person claiming the 
exemption must provide at least 
ten percent of the dependent's 
support. 

“The taxpayers can decide 
among themselves who will claim 
the tax exemption,” Swanson 
said. 

“The others must then fill out a 
special deciaration—Form 2120, 
‘Multiple Support Deciaration’— 
Stating that they will not claim the 
exemption. The person claiming 
the exemption must file these 
forms with his or her return,” he 
said,

publication No. 501,

Hidden Needs 


We hear a great deal today 
about ecology. There is a 
growing awareness. yhat just 
about anything we do in or to the 
environment affects something 
else... sometime...someplace. 

In a sound ecology all the 
events “fit together” in a suppor- 
tive and productive way. 
There’ is .balance and har- 
mony. But while we strive for a 
sound ecology in our overall 
natural environment,-we must not 
forget the ecology of our homes 
and immediate communities. 
Here too, everything which hap- 
pens, or fails to happen, affects 
someone olse.:including infants 
and children of all. ages. 

One of the principle health 
crises of today’s children stems 
from damage to the child's 
development process because of 
unwholesome ecologic circum- 
stances. We can protect today's 
children from the sqourges of the 
past through vaccinations and 
other innoculations. We can dose 
them with powerful antibiotics if 
thay do fail i!l, Acute iliness is no 
longer the danger it once was. 
We are taced today with a more 
subtle danger...injury to the 
child's growth and development. 

The child's needs which affect 
healthy growth and development 
are often hidden. Beyond the ob- 
vious needs of adequate nourish- 
ment, shelter and physical care 
are a host of other needs which 
must be met if healthy, well- 
adjusted adults are to result. 
Since the basic needs are an 
essential foundation to sound 
growth, a great deal of attention 
has bean paid them. Let us look, 
instead, at meeting the hidden 
needs. 


We said that a sound ecology 
has balance and harmony. - 
Nothing is out of place. The child 
must, likewise, feel comfortable, 
safe and fully at ease within his 
“lite space” ff it is to prove 
wholesome. Only if the child feels 
secure within the framework of 
his ecology can he explore, learn

and discovers then equips him to 
fearn still more and gradually 


talking about academic jear- 
ning,..Jearn to read or tell time or 
do arithmetic. That kind of lear- 


their normal development. Lear- 
ning to walk, ride a bicycle, play 
ball or a musical instrament are 
all examples ‘of psychomotor 
processes. 

In the normal events of daily 
living we usually find all three 
kinds of processes at work. 
Let's take driving @ car 
as an example. First, the eye- 
hand-foot coordination requires 
use of psychomotor processes. 
Second, knowing the traffic 
regulations and being able to 


read and understand signs and 
signals makes us of cognitive 
processes. Finally, we exercise 
our emotions. when we drive. We 


are either reckless or cautious, 
hostile or tolerant of other drivers 
This means the affective 
processes are at work > 


At any stage in his develop- 
ment, from infancy on, the child's 
~cognitive, affective or 
psychomotor learning and 
development can be short cir- 
culted. When this happens, the 
development process has been 
damaged. This kind of damage is 
as harmful...as damage from in- 
fection or disease. 


So, how do we see to it that our 
children’s ecology is, in fact, 
wholesome and supports all of 
their hidden needs? Clearly, an- 
swering this question is far 


beyond the scope of one or even. 
many articles. But, to begin with, 
first we can learn to look af our 
homes and communities as 


ecological systems where 
everything everyone does mal- 
ters..and affects our children, 
ultimately. Second, we can begin 
to care, sincerely and with con- 
viction, about what happens in 


these ecological settings. If we 
do this, we will begin to identify 
our problems and can move on to 
developing solutions. Ecological 


improvement._in all spheres ...can 
happen only if we open our eyes, 


_are_concerned with what we see _ 


and have the energy to act.

Buying Power 
Of Food Stamps 
Decreasing 


WASHINGTON--(NBNS)-- With 
tood prices continuing to ac- 
celerate at rapid rates, the 


Agriculture Department predicted 
that food stamps for the poor will 
soon be buying much less than 
now 

One of the problems is that 
there is a lag between cost-of- 
living increases for stamp 
customers and rising prices, 
although the monthly stamp 
allocations are based on food 
costs of months earlier. As an 
example of the delay, the Decem- 
ber estimate of economy food 
plan costs will not be used until 
the July 1-Dec. stamp. allotment 
level period, 

For a family of four, the monthly 
allocation of food stamp coupons 
was raised Jan. 1 to $142 from 
$116. Every six months the 1973 
law provides for a cost-of-living 
adjustment for the poor. The next 
revision is scheduled for July 1 
Despite increased food costs. the 
Agriculture Department nas 
published a calculation main- 
taining an unchanged allotment 
from the $142 monthly. During the 
month of December, the cost of 
feeding a family of tour under the 
économy food plan shot up to 
$142.01 a month and under the 
present circumstances will con- 
tinue to climb. without any 
increase to the poor in allot- 
ments. —>

So national policy has been 
based on a deliberale accep- 


tance of large-scale unem- 
ployment, Federal officials have 
had no trouble with setting 


policies that doom five million or 
more people to go jobless 

At nis last news conference, 
President Nixon again promised 
that there will not be a recession 
this year. What he doesn't seem 
to know is that the country is 
already in a recession and for 
minorities, it's in a depression 


Recessions are defined as 
lechnicalt terms including 
national output, inventories anda 
host of categories that may not 
look too bad at the moment. But 
for the guy who has just been laid 
off, the only -real- yardstick —in 
defining a recession is the 
ayailability of-jobs and by that 
standard, we're in a crushing 
recession 


By its own faulty figures, the 
government admits that nearly 
five million people are out of 
work. At least aS many are unem- 
ployed bul not counted as such. 
And another ten million work full- 
time, but for wages that keep 
them below the government's 
own. “minimum living standards” 
level :

Why not, then, use subsidies and 
other incentives to get private 
employers to add more workers? 


Such a program could be com- 
bined with an economic develop- 
ment program that will attract 
new private industry and new 
ventures into areas with high 
unemployment. especially rural 
areas and inner-city sections 


But the main thrust of a full em- 
ployment policy would be federal 
job-creation and public service 
employment. Such jobs would 
enable the country to do what 
has been left undone in the 
public sector = tends the parks. 
build the housing, protect the en- 
vironment, heal the sick, teach* 
and care for children 

As the energy crisis progresses 
and becomes the cause of a 
really disastrous job crunch, it 
may become possible to make

Recognizance For All? 


Six prominent men, as a matter 
of fact they were top men a year 
ago, Were indicted in that 
Watergate matter. Immediately 
arises the cry that they are “in- 
nocent unless proven guilty.” 

Yes, that is a basic principle of 
our court system but it hardly 
works for anyone. It certainly 
does not work for the average 
citizen below the mid white collar 
class. 

Almost invariably a defendant 
of this class is guilty until he can 
prove himself innocent 

Now isn’t that the way it works? 
He is arrested and put in jail. A 
bond is set depending on the 
gravity of the crime he is alleged 
to have committed 

There are bondsmen who will 
go his bond and put down a per- 
cent of that announced bond and 
he goes free until the trial 

The bond is supposed to keep 
him in reach of the law when the 
trial develops 

Look at the action-.is he guilty 
or innocent when he is taken to 
jail? Of. to” beSoM aS 
nocent until proven gullty 
However, the overwhelming 
doubt of his innocense prompts 
the court to take drastic steps to 
keep him handy untibthe trial. A 
kind of contradiction, to be sure, 
all that money lying in the hands 
of the court until the trial--quilty 
or innocent 

Now there is a doorway fo 
freedom with no cash called a 
recog bond in which the court 
releases a jailed man with con- 


job. Names prominent in criminal 
law cases last year-short terms 
for some of them seam to be 
going home after a mild stretch. 

Wasn't the biggest beef against 
the Administration something 
about clemency. and is it not still 
@ major issue in the growing 
charges against the White 
House? 

Clemency - it works even in 
skid row for many times state 
governors have commuted death 
sentences and state parole 
boards jet men go-—-but the 
freedom follows a longevity of 
time served before it--nothing like 
a few months 

The men of the Watergate 
episode tried to pull a fast one 
apparently in desperation for a 
campaign issue in case the war 
was still going on at election 
time.

Chicago area hospitals

Or. William Hirschfeld, director 
of the project, said the univessily 
has been awarded a $66,411 
grant for 1974 by the National jn- 
Stitutes of Health. He said the 
funds will go for research equip- 
ment and stipends for as many as 
16 juniors and senior students 
assisting in research 

“itis hoped that the research 
experience will encourage more 
minority students to. look toward. 
the science professions, par- 
ticularly medicine, as possible 
career choices,” Hirschfeld 
noted 

Chicago State University 
became the only~ institution ~of 
higher education in Illinois to ol- 
fer the program when the project 
was initiated with a $311,000 
grant in 1972. Seven instructors 
and five students are currently in- 
volved in research at the Univer- 
sity. 

Or. Reid James, assistant 
professor of physiology, is one 
CSU instructor doing research 
under the program. He and his 
two student participants, James 
Wilson and Emest Singleton, are 
attempting to determine why the 
adrenal gland. produces more 
cortico steroids during periods of 
stress. 

Adrenil cotrico steroids are fat- 
sojuble compounds pelieved by 
scientists to affect sexual chacat- 


* teristics; have powerful effects ‘on 


carbohydrate and protein 
metabolism, and play an im- 
portant’ role in the body's water 
and electrolyte balance. 

“We have established that in- 
creased amounts of the steroids 
are needed for surgical survival

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and now we want to know why it 
ig necessary to the life of mam- 
mals for increased amounts of 
the substance to be released in 
the body during times of stress,” 
James explained. 

The researcher said ex- 
periments related to his project 
have thus far consisted mainly of 
surgically removing the spleans 
of 60 rats after injecting a 
chemical into the animals which 
prevents the adrenal gland from 
releasing additional amounts of 
cortico steroids 

We are still allempting to un- 
derstand why @ majority of the 
female rats died after the 
operations, even if we later in- 
jected cortico steroids, while 
most of the males recovered,” 
James said. 

The assistant professor said 
that his two assistants perform 
most of the operations and seem 
to find the work rewarding 

Ernest Singleton, a junior 
biology, major, only recently 
joined the research team, “The 
program provides me with the op- 
portunity to gain valuable ex- 
perience «in the techniques of 
research, and to apply the 
material learned in the 
classroom,” said Singleton, who 
plans to become a physician's 
assistant upon graduation. 

Senior James Wilson is also 
majoring in biology.= He has 
worked on the project for a year. 
“The-experience t've~- gained: in 
the different aspects of research 
will enable me to apply the same 
approach to new experimental 
situations Wilson commented. 

Student researchers are selec- 
ted from the school's physical 
and biological sciences depart- 
ments by the instructors with 
whom they will work. They are 
chosen on the basis of their 
background in “the type of 
research to be done and their in- 
terest in science. The students 
are paid $480 a semester for a 15- 
hour work week during academic 
sessions. 

“In addition to the money,” Hir- 
schfeld pointed out, “the students 
increase their opportunity for get- 
ting into gfaduate school and 
gain added insight into “the 
possibilities of the biomedical 
sciences.” 

“While we don't expect over- 
night results, we feel that the 
program is a step in the right 
direction,” the project director 
said.

Deciding On Nursing Home 

What is the leading “inpatient 
health facility’ (professional 
jargon. for institution that takes 
care of sick peopléy'in this coun- 
try? 

Wrong. it isn't the general 
hospital. it’s the nursing home. In 
1971 there were 1,142,000 nursing 
home beds, compared to 
1,007,000 general hospital beds. 

More old people, more city 
dwellers (the farm and small town 
Population shrinks annually), 
families. scattered all over the 
country, people living in smaller 
houses, the cult of youth -- these 
and many other trends have 
made a $4 billion industry out of 
the occupation once carried on 
by a retired practical nurse in a 
converted Victorian mansion on 
Elm Street, 

Public funds have helped. Two- 
thirds of the National nursing 
home bill is paid from public 
sources (Medicaid, Medicare, and 
the like), This has brought public 
concern. Federal standards and 
State inspections for -nursing 
homes are more. rigorous each 
year. Nursing home administra- 
tors-must now have licenses from 
the State (hospital administrator 
don't), 

The typical modern nursing 
home (and most have been built 
in the last five years) looks like a 
fairly expensive motel (and nurs- 
ing home costs bear out that 
look). Many are (like motets) 
organized in chains 

The nursing home image is still 
sad. People still feel guilty when 
they place their parents in a 
home. But no health facility in 
America has come so far so fast. 

But no matter how far the in- 
dustry has come as a whole, 
there comes a time when the 
whole issue boils .down to a 
single personal question: How do 
| decide where to place my own 
elderly loved one now that she 
(he) can no longer live alone? 

Government specialists con- 
cerned with nursing home stan- 
dards recommend that. you “be 
familiar with the nursing home 
“scene in your area before crisis- 
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time arrives. That will help insure 
that you find a good home at a 
reasonable price. 

In any event, here are some of 
the considerations suggested by 
the HEW Community Health Ser- 
vices, a component of Health Ser- 
vices and Mental Health Ad- 
ministration, After you make a list 
of the homes in your area that 
seem to meet your needs, you 
May narrow the fist by phoning to 
see whether a home provides the 
kind of care needed. By all means 
visit any home betore seriously 
considering it. A first-hand in- 
spection can tell a lot: the loca- 
tion, cleanliness, the rooms, the 
kitchen and dining service, the 
safety provisions, the activity 
program, the medical and nursing 
service, the general atmosphere 
and attitudes. If your inspection is 
not welcome, take it as a war- 
ning. d 

More specific help is available, 
too. Make sure the home is licen- 
sed by the state and approved by 
government programs such as 
Medicare or Medicaid: Hf itis also 
accredited by the Joint Com- 
mission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals, this is an extra bonus. 
Ask to see the evidence and 
make sure the papers are current. 
Often your family physician or 
clergyman can give an opinion. 
Have a clear understanding of 
the charges and what they cover. 
One rule of thumb is that a fee 
under $20-$25 per day may not be 
4 bargain

Now let's drift back to the story 
about the Great Negro Baseball

In the forties ahe Negro 
American and Negro National 
Leagues had stars who in their 
‘own right could have played for 
any major league team 

Branch Rickey operfied the 
doors for the late Jackie Robin- 
son to become the first Negro in 
the major leagues, and he sent 
Jackie to Montreal where over- 
night he became the star per- 
former of the International 
League Class AAA loop 

The next year, 1947, Jackie was 
sent to the Dodgers’ training 
camp and won a starting position 
at first base

Charleston. was com- 
pared with Tris Speaker and Joe 
DiMaggio as Gne of the three 
greatest outfielders of this era 

Then along came Willie Mays, 
who got his chance as a member 
of the New York Giants. The 
Giants had the first all Negro out- 
field, Hank Thompson, Monte Ir- 
vin, and Willie Mays. In 1954 (he 
Cleveland Indians had Larry 
Doby, Dave Pope and Al Smith in 
their outfield 

Some people still say that Josh 
Gibson should have been the first 
Negro in the Major Leagues. He 
was a great catcher and in one 
season he hit 71 home runs, but it 
received little recognition 
because he was playing in the 
Negro leagues. 

Then there was Leonard who 
was a cross between Lou Gerhig 
and Hal Chase. DeMoss was bet- 
ter than Charley Gehringer, he 
was a master at the double play. 
Brewer was a sensational pitcher 
who went to Mexico and posted 
18 wins against 3 losses. 

The introduction of the Pacific 
Coast League came in 1948 and 
the first Negro player was John 
Richer. in 1949 Bill Starr signed 
Luke. Easter and he was so 
sensational that racial interga- 
tional spread to every club in the 
“Circuit. 

At this period in time no other 
league in baseball could show 
such an acceptance of Negro 
players ....'That was the begin- 
ning.

Beah Richards, one of the most 
highly-acclaimed -actresses in 
America, is also one of 
Hollywood's’ most outspoken 
thespians. 

She received an Academy 
Award nomination.for her role as 
Sidney Poiter's mother in “Guess 
Who's Coming to Dinner” and 
was most recently seen as the 
defiant housekeeper in the ABC- 
TV_movie-for-TV, “Outrage.” 

She also played Don Mitchell's 
aunt in a segment of the “Iron- 
side” series and when it comes to 
Black images on movies and TV 
screens; Ms: Richards has some 
Caustic, yet revealing, comments.” 

“When it comes to the film por- 
trayat-of womanhood,” says the 
actress, “one must first consider 
the position of womanhood in this 
country; the basic concept of 
womanhood. ‘ 

The white woman is largely:a 
fiction; an absolute concept. The 
‘Adam's rib bit. And of course it’s 
difficult for a Black woman, who 
has been a slave and who has - 
endured every outrage and in- 
dignity and every suffering that 
the Black man has un- 
dergone,become a fiction. 

“It's very difficult,’ Ms. 
Richards continues, “because 
her experience in life is'so real 
and she can't just wipe it all away 
as though it never existed and 
play this ‘lady’ game that the 
white man, who controls the film 
industry, insists that woman are. 
We know better. 

“We were chained in the slave 
ships just like the men, we were 
stood on the auction blocks just 
like the men, we were beaten 
with the lash just like the men, 
and we escaped with the 
bloodhounds at our heels just like 
the men. 

“The Black woman. knows 
she's a human being and the fact 
of her being female has had very 
little to do with all of the 
qualifications the white man has 
set up for womanhood. All of 
those qualifications went to 
pieces when it'came tous. 

“When it comes to screen por- 
trayals, The Man to do it his way, 
which is to say in effect not only 
that we aren't women, but that we 
aren't human.

“| knew we would sell more 
than we did on the last album; but 
80 far we have sold over 300,000 
copies, and we have just begun 
to reach the crossover market.”

When it comes to the Black ac- 
tor, Ms. Richards feels his 
situation is little better, if at all. 

“It seems to me that the Black 
actor has fallen into a terrible pit 


as a man..He has succumbed to 
the fiction of woman and not the 
reality; the reality he knows, and 
which he knows his woman 
knows. 

“He cannot escape that reality, 
so he has gone lickety-split over 
to the white woman because he 
seems to need this fiction in or- 
der to survive and to stand up. In 
the process of doing this, he has 
himself become a kind of fiction, 
taking up the pitiful crutches of 
body, over-indulgence in sex and 
other pseudo-masculine ideas. 

“In effect, the Black actor has 
come largely to accept this new 
image of himself which whites 
are putting on the screen: But-not 
the Black man as a group. 

“The Black-actor, in order-to.get 
ahead in the white man's world, 
has seemingly accepted the 
image. We've always been wat- 
chers and imitators because sur- 
vival demanded that. 

“We know what The Man 


wants. We know what he has_to 


have. We know that when he’s 
walking down the street in 
Mississippi he wants to be called 
mister, so we called him mister 
and stayed alive another. day. 


i'm saying to me it seems that 
the Black actor has been able to 
say ‘mister’; he's been able to do 
what whitey wants done on the 
screen,” 

In addition, Ms. Richards points 
to the sexuality factor as an in- 
tegrai part of the overall image of 
Black actors..She cites the repor- 
ted high incidence of bisexuality 
and homosexuality as having a 
definite influence on their por- 
trayals. 


“Of course some Black actors 
have trouble indentifying 
sexually,” she says emphatically 
“If you can't-identify in life, then 
how in the hell are you going to 

‘identify in-a film? It's impossible. 


The--man-finds- himself-not-a 
man, and when he gets on stage 
and is put in the position of 
pretending to be one it becomes 
as unreal as the role he plays in 
life. 


“So there's this horrendous 
situation where you find yourself 
as an actress on stage who is as 
much a woman as you are. This is 
not to put anyone down. It’s sim- 
ply to say what the facts are

Really Made It? 


Making git means different 
things to different people. For 
super-entertainer Sammy Davis, 
ur. “making it" means grossing $4 
million-a-year for “laying ‘em in 
the aisles.” 

Making it for Sammy means 
having a beautiful, loving wife — 
who is*his triénd:as-well: 

It also means a posh home in 
the better section of Beverly Hills, 
a fleet of rolling status symbols in 
the driveway -- filled with 
gasoline, of course — and a ward- 
tobe that looks like a depart- 
ment store. 

Who could ask for anything 
more? The answer, Sammy Davis, 
dr. 

Despite the fact that Davis has 
no peers in the entertainment 
arena, he still has an Achilles 
heel. 

He wants to be remembered as 
more- than just-the “world’s” 
greatest living entertainer -- 
which -he’ is. 

And, perhaps next to grossing 
four million dollars annually, he 
wants the admiration and respect 
of black people. 

For this reason his colossal 
ego compels him to persist in 
demonstrating his social re- 
sponsibility, sometimes making 
unchartered moves that get him 
into a hornets nest — like moun- 
ting the stage of Operation PUSH 
just after he'd hugged President 
Nixon. 

During the 1960's Davis was 
one of the entertainers who 
regularly donated his talents to 
raise funds for the civil rights 
movement. 

He provided financial support 
for the Black Panther Party at a 
time when many found the. or- 
ganization offensive. 

When called upon to perform at 
a benefit concert to raise funds 
for the legal defense of Angela 
Davis, Sammy eagerly obliged. 

He contributed money to the 
Black P Stone Nation street gang 
in Chicago, gave $42,000 out-of- 
pocket money to the member 
colleges of the United Negro 
College Fund and endorsed 
Bobby Seals in his unsuccessful 
bid for Mayor of Oakland.
